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BOARD APPROVES 
$63,177,000 
BUDGET, FOUR 


REVENUE BLS, 


Aldermen Vote to 
Suspend Rules to 
Expedite Passage of 
1959-60 Fiscal Year 
Appropriations. 


The Board of Aldermen today 
approved the $63,177,000 city 
budget and four stopgap rev- 
enue measures proposed as an 
alternative to increasing the 
earnings tax. Board rules were 
suspended to expedite passage 
of appropriations for the 1959- 
60 fiscal year. 

The budget bill was passed 
by a vote of 25 to 1, the only 
opposing vote being cast by Al- 
derman Alfred 1. Harris Dem.), 
Twenty-second ward. 


A bill providing for a 7-cent 
increase on each $100 of as- 
sessed valuation of real and 
tangible ——- property was 
passed 19 to 7. A measure in- 
creasing the tax on merchants 
and manufacturers by 75 cents 
on each $1000 of sales also was 
approved 19 to 7. 


Gasoline Tax Hike 


A one-half-cent increase in 
the tax on gasoline also was 
enacted by the same vote. By 
a vote of 18 to 8, the aldermen 
also passed a bill authorizing 
an annual rubbish collection 
charge of $8 per household and 
per housekeeping unit in a 
rooming house. Amendments 
provided for a $4 annual charge 
for each unit without cooking 
facilities in a rooming house 
and a $1 charge for each sleep- 
ing cubicle in a lodging house. 

These four revenue measures 
would be 
pealed if the earnings tax in- 
crease is approved by the 
voters. 

A special election is to be 
held July 14 on a pro 
charter amendment which 
would increase the ceiling on 
the earnings tax from one half 
of 1 per cent to a full 1 per 
cent. 

If the voters pass the 

t, the 
would act on an ordinancé 
doubling the earnings levy and 
eliminating the four stopgap 
revenue measures. 
Adjourns to Friday. 


Following passage of the 
budget bill and other meas- 
ures, the Board of Aldermen 
adjourned until noon Friday, 
since day-to-day meetings are 
no longer required. 

The new budget, introduced 
in the board on May 1, was 
enacted with dispatch. Last 
year the aldermen held 71 daily 
meetings before they finally 
adopted a budget of $61,853,012 
on July 25. 7 

Action of the board in sus- 
pending the rules and passing 
the measures occurred at a 45- 
minute session. The meeting 
followed a caucus. 

Alderman James W. Noonan, 
majority floor leader, who 
called the caucus meeting, told 
reporters that, although there 
were differences of opinion on 
some of the revenue measures, 
it was clear that passage was 
assured. 

The vote to suspend the 
rules in order to act imme- 
diately on the proposed meas- 
ures, was 20 to 6. 

Before the voting, several 
aldermen spoke in opposition 
to the various bills. Alderman 
Fred W. Haag (Rep.), Twelfth 
ward, said he thought the ac- 
tion was being taken in undue 
haste and, in his opinion, there 
was “water” in the budget.

Murder Defendant Re- 
turns to Farmington 
— Jailbreaks There 
Have Been Frequent.

FARMINGTON, Mo., May 11 
—Billy Glenn Newhouse, Des- 
loge (Mo.) murder defendant, 
surrendered to Sheriff Clay 
Mullins here yesterday about 
13 hours after he and three 
other prisoners dug their way 
out of the 100-year-old St. 
Francois county jail. 

The 22-year-old Newhouse, 
who was being held on a charge 
of shooting his uncle to death 
last May, said he broke out be- 
cause he was “lonesome for 
mom on Mother’s Day.” An 
aunt, Mrs. Evelyn Greco of St. 
Louis, talked him into return- 
ing to custody. 

Two others who escaped, Jo- 
seph Federick, 35, of St. Louis, 
and Linden Montgomery, 24, 


Desloge, were still at large to- 
day. The fourth man, David L. 
Moyer, 20, of Elvins, telephoned 


Sheriff Mullins from his home 
and was returned to custody 
last night. 


An Old Custom. 


Mullins said prisoners have 
been breaking out of the an- 
cient jail for as long as he 
could remember and there was 
nothing much his staff could 
do about it. The first floor of 
the jail is built of stone and 
the second of brick. 

The four men who escaped 
were kept in one large cell 
with 17 other prisoners serving 
sentences or awaiting trial. The 
four broke a hole in the con- 
crete floor with a concrete 
block used to support a steam 
pipe and dug a hole about 
seven feet deep, using a table- 
spoon, a metal plate and a 
steel bar. 

A lateral tunnel then was 
dug two feet through soft 
earth, going under the foun- 
dation. Then the men dug up- 
ward and emergec outside 
shortly after midnight yester- 
day. The other prisoners chose 
not to make the break. 

The break was discovered at 
5:45 a.m. and an alarm was 
broadeast throughout a wide 


area of Missouri and Illinois. 


Nothing further was heard 
from the escapees until New- 
house walked into the Sheriff's 
office about 1 p. m. He was

Prior to the meeting, the 
union emphasized that it would 
lay stress on some program for 
reducing the work week and 


increasing employment. An in- 
crease in wages is also wanted 
by the union. 

David J. McDonald, presi- 
dent of the United Steel- 
workers, acknowledged that 
shorter working hours ranked 
near the top of the union's pro- 
posals. 

It was reported that the 
union would submit to the in- 
dustry a demand for a four-day 
week every fourth week, aver- 
aging about 38 hours a week 
per employe. Steelworkers 
would be paid on the basis of 
a five-day week during the 
short week. 

Four-Room Suite. 

The negotiators, who faced 
the difficult task of writing a 
new agreement covering 500,- 

steelworkers within the 
next 50 days, entered the ne- 
gotiating room at the Hotel 
Roosevelt at 2 p.m.

ROME, May 11 (AP)—Ruins 
of Nero’s gardens are believed 
to have been unearthed in 
Rome. 

Italian archaeologists, work- 
ing for six months on the right 


bank of the Tiber, said the 


ruins date to the First Century 
after Christ. 

Prof. Pietro de Angeli of 
Rome's Lancisiana Academy 
said a marble plaque, dating to 
the Twelfth Century and in- 
scribed in Latin vulgate rather 
than classical Latin, was one 
of the most important finds. 

“On the plaque,” he said, 
“we found reference to Nero's 
palace and gardens, It was a 
memorial.” 

The diggings are close to the 
border of Vatican City. 

According to Roman histo- 
rians many Christians were 
covered with pitch and other 
inflammable materials and 
burned as living torches to 
illuminate the gardens and 
their scenes of slaughter and

WASHINGTON. May 11 
(UPI)—Unemployment fell by 
735,000 in April to 3,627,000, 
the lowest level since Decem- 
ber 1957, the Government re- 
ported today. 

The number of people work- 
ing climbed to a record April 
high of 65,012,000. 

Brisk hiring in construction 
and manufacturing and a sea- 
sonal pickup in farm work 
lifted the April employment 
total by 1,185,000 from March. 

Both changes were twice as 
good as was expected on a sea- 
sonal basis. They dropped the 
proportion of the labor force 
out of work from 5.8 per cent 
in March to 5.3 per cent in 
April. 

The Commerce and Labor 
Departments said in a joint re- 
port the job recovery accel- 
erated in April” and the favor- 
able developments meant that 
two thirds of the unemploy- 
ment bulge attributed to the 
1957-58 business recession was 
wiped out. 

Average factory earnings 
rose 63 cents from March. This 
gave factory workers $89.87 a 
week in April. 

Encouraging Sign. 

Seymour Wolfbein, the De- 
partment of Labor chief job 
expert, noted as “a most en- 
couraging sign” that 450,000 of 
the unemployment drop in- 
cluded married men with fami- 
lies—“a critical sector where 
it really counts.” 

The unemployment total was 
down 1,100,000 from December, 
indicating that after a sluggish 
winter the job picture bright- 
ented markedly in the spring, 
the report said. 

But unemployment was still 
more than 900,000 higher than 
in April 1957, when the jobless 
rate was only 4.0 per cent. A 
year ago, at the bottom of the 
recession the rate was 7.5 per 
cent and unemployment totaled 
5,120,000. 

Wolfbein said that long-term 
unemployment was “still a 
problem.” The report showed 
that the long-term unemployed, 
those out of work 15 weeks or 
more, dipped by 150,000 from 
March to an April level of 1,- 
400,000. This was 500,000 below 
the recession high but still dou- 
ble the level of two years ago. 

Mitchell’s Promise. 

Wolfbein said “it looks very 
good” for unemployment to 
fall to 3,000,000 by the end of 
the year. Secretary of Labor 
James P. Mitchell has prom-

MADISON, Wis., May 11 
(UPI)—Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer, director of the insti- 
tute of advanced study at 
Princeton, said yesterday man’s 
greatest responsibility in a 


technological world is under- 
standing his fellow man. 

Oppenheimer told more than 
1000 persons at the University 
of Wisconsin that “effort, 
study, and above all, love” is 
hecessary to surmount prob- 
lems multiplying with techni- 
cal weapons advances in a 
world “on the edge of disas- 
ter.“ 

Oppenheimer, sometimes 
called the “father of the atom 
bomb” for his vital role in its 
development, said communica- 
tion is a major key to under- 
standing. 

“Civilization rests on our 
power to tell each other about 
things,” he said. Oppenheimer 
said we pay “an indescribably 
high price” for knowledge and 
that it must be integrated 
through human understanding 
to avoid exploitation.

ST. PAUL, May 11 (AP) —

below these minimum prices. 

The freedom of a merchant to 
price his commodities at any price 
is, we believe, inherent in our 
economic system.

Withholding, state officials estimate, would 
produce six to eight millions a year. The use 
tax bill originally was expected to raise $8,- 
000,000 but as amended would still produce 
$7,000,000, industry witnesses said. If so, 
the two bills together would give Missouri 
up to $15,000,000 in new revenue—or very 
close to the amount necessary for a progres- 
sive budget. 

If the legislators doubt such results, they 
still could approve the modest increase in 
beer and liquor taxes, which would afford 
another $3,750,000 a year. Obviously they 
can expect little from a proposal to raise the 
sales tax by one half of 1 per cent. That 
measure, tentatively accepted by the Senate, 
would raise more revenue than is needed, but 
would raise none of it in time, for the Sena- 
tors decided to pass it on to the voters on 
Nov. 8, 1960. 

Any new revenue program ought to start 
by strengthening the present tax program and 
go on from there. Withholding and the use 
tax promise most of the needed revenue with 
the least cost to taxpayers. 


An Aid to Rapid Transit 


Connecticut highway officials have reported 
bothersome congestion from commuter park- 
ing near interchanges of expressways leading 
into large cities. Commuters drive their cars 
to an interchange, park them there and then 
ride to work with other drivers. Parking areas 
for car pooling are not provided at expressway 
interchanges, and that creates the problem. 

Ultimately St. Louis will have four radial 
expressways leading from the county to the 
downtown hub, and busses as well as auto- 
mobiles will be permitted to use them. If 
parking lots were provided at certain express- 
way interchanges, use of busses as well as car 
pooling might be encouraged. The more pas- 
sengers who ride a given vehicle, the less 
congested the expressway is likely to become. 


On its face this would seem to be a prob- 
lem for St. Louis county and the individual 
communities in which interchanges will be 
located. But because of the overlapping ju- 
risdiction involved, nobody in the county is 
likely to be particularly interested in taking 
the lead. 

Maybe a group like Downtown in St. Louis 
Inc. ought to see what the county, in co-op- 
eration with Public Service Co. and the State 
Highway Department, might be doing now 
to make this area’s expressways of maximum 
utility to everybody. 


School Architects Come High 


The firing of the St. Louis School Board’s 
supervising architect is a reminder that the 
architectural division represents still another 
area in the school system that is unneces- 
sarily eating up tax money needed for class- 
room instruction. 

A. T. Kearney & Co., the Chicago business 
consultants who studied the Board’s non- 
teaching departments, urged that the system 
do away with its large, permanent and costly 
architectural division, hiring outside archi- 
tects whenever needed. Kearney estimated 
that the Board could have saved between 
$350,000 and $500,000 if its 1951 bond issue 
program of $17,230,000 had been handled: by 
outside architects rather than by a captive 
department. Kearney also calculated that the 
captive department is costing taxpayers $50,- 
000 a year more to operate than it should. 

State statutes require the Board to carry 
this unnecessary burden. It is reasonable to 
suppose that in a school system subjected to 
economic pressures some effort would have 
been made to change the law. But nothing 
has been done; evidently the School Board 
prefers its own costly captive staff. 

It is still not too late to persuade the Leg- 
islature to make the necessary change. The 
law applies to the St. Louis system alone. A 
united St. Louis legislative delegation, acting 
in behalf of a united School Board, ought to 
have no trouble in obtaining home rule over 
the architectural staff. Why doesn’t the 
School Board take the initiative?

One Unopened Beer Can 


There would seem to be plenty of spleen 
but little justice in the sentencing of two 18- 
year-old New Jersey boys to a year in prison 
for possessing an unopened can of beer. Mag- 
istrate Stanley J. Blair of Laurelton, N.J., said 
in passing the harsh sentence, We're going 
to have to stop this once and for all.” We 
expect the magistrate’s sentence will be mod- 
erated by a higher and wiser court, but cor- 
recting the notion that one excess can stop 
another is likely to take a little more time. 


Five Years Later 


Five years ago this month the United States 
Supreme Court outlawed racial segregation 
in public schools. How has the cause of equal 
education advanced since then? 


In 17 Southern and Border states there are 
still 5688 school districts which have not been 
integrated, while 2909 have been desegre- 
gated. Naturally the advance of integration 
by school districts has slowed since the first 
surge through the Border states: 450 districts 
made biracial in 1956, 270 in 1957, 60 in 1958, 
and 22 so far in 1959. 

Yet this year also brought the first great 
break in the dike of the South’s “massive re- 
sistance.” We refer to Virginia, where both 
the plan and the name for it were devised 
and have now failed. 


In the recent Virginia legislative session, 
the Byrd machine and its forces of massive 
resistance were beaten on every bill—even 
on one to let Virginians vote on whether to 
abandon public schools or accept some inte- 
gration. Gov. J. Lindsay Almond’s “option 
program” based on pupil assignment won in 
every case. When faced with the hard choice 
between no schools at all (under the massive 
resistance formula) and schools with limited 
integration, Virginia legislators chose the 
latter. 


Virginia’s turnaway from flat defiance of 
the law of the land resulted from the massive 
battering which massive resistance received 
in the federal courts, and Gov. Almond’s de- 
termination to respect the law. Virginia al- 
ready has undertaken modest desegregation 
in four districts and Charlottesville is slated 
to become the fifth (and at the southern end 
of the South, Miami will desegregate one 
school this fall). 


For Southern states which generally have 
looked to Richmond for leadership, Virginia’s 
decision has profound significance. Five 
years after the Supreme Court decision, equal 
education continues its advances. 


Jockeying for Bigger Trucks 


Emboldened by the lowered resistance of 
the Highway Department, the truck lobby 
now wants the State Senate to restore the 
maximum load in the truck weight bill to 
73,280 pounds. A House committee had cut 
this to 68,000. 

Rex Whitton, the Highway Department’s 
Chief Engineer, had argued that a new bridge 
formula in the first bill would endanger high- 
way bridges. The Senate version retains the 
present formula, and Mr. Whitton now ex- 
plains he is neither for nor against the bill. 

The truckers say their proposed 73,280- 
pound limit is based on Iowa's limit. They 
do not say that other states bordering Mis- 
souri have lower limits. They say that gross 
limits are not as important as axle loads, 
which would not be changed. But aside from 
the fact that a higher gross limit means big- 
ger trucks, two heavy axles cause more wear 
to roads than one. 

Only two years ago, when the truck lobby 
won a two-ton increase in the gross limit to 
64,650 pounds, the lobby argued that neigh- 
boring states permitted higher limits. Never 
satisfied, the truckers repeat that argument 
today. So the jockeying for bigger trucks 
goes on and on. 

At Ottawa, III., the federal and state gov- 
ernments are co-operating in exhaustive tests 
to see how much damage big trucks do to 
various kinds of pavement, and to what ex- 
tent the public must pay for heavier pave- 
ments to support heavier trucks. Legislators 
ought to have the answers before increasing 
truck weights. The Legislature should be 
willing to wait, and so should the truckers.

Threat to Consumers 


Another fair trade practices bill is 
now advancing in Congress. Almost 
no one there has spoken up against 
it, though it is rightly opposed by 
the Departments of Justice and Com-

The bill was introduced last Janu- 
ary by Representative Harris (Dem.), 
Arkansas, at the instigation of lobby- 
ists for druggists and other mer- 
chants. It would establish on a 
national scale the right of manufac- 
turers to set minimum retail prices 
for their brand name products, and 
would make these prices mandatory 
on all merchants, whether they 

to them or not. | 

Since 1937, when the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act was amended to per- 
mit states to authorize agreements 
between manufacturers and retailers, 
44 states have experimented with 
these price-fixing laws. The laws 
held up only so long as there was a 
sellers’ market. In recent years they 
have generally broken down as a

KLAUS FUCHS SAID TO HAVE 


de-/LED H-BOMB STRIKE IN JAIL 


LONDON, May 11 (AP)— 
Atom spy Klaus Fuchs was re- 
ported yesterday to have led 
a bar-the-H-bomb strike in the 
jail where he is being held. 
The newspaper The People 
said 700 prisoners in Wake- 
field jail refused to eat their 
midday meal last Monday. 

Fuchs was jailed nine years 
ago for giving atom secrets to 
the Russians. He is due to be 
released in two months. 

The strike could never have 
happened “but for the aston- 
ishing influence Fuchs wields 
among the long-term prison- 
ers,” many of whom have been 
converted to Communism by 
Fuchs, The People said. 

A Home Office spokesman 
said later 30 prisoners held a 
token hunger strike Monday 
by refusing to eat their mid- 
day meal. The protest was be- 
lieved to be against the test- 
ing of nuclear weapons, the 
spokesman said.

He said their constitutions 
barred Negro members.

Without better union protec- 
tion and job training, Ran- 
dolph warned, Negro workers 
will become economically and |

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Fresh Asparagus a la Nicoise 


Asparagus Season All Too Short 
So Make the Most of It Now 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 
SHORT BUT VERY SWEET—that is the story of 


the asparagus season. It is a fleeting thing indeed, so do 
plan to serve these tender spears often during the next 


few weeks, 


Asparagus has a long and honorable history. It was 
a favorite appetizer at early Roman banquets, and in 200 
B.C. Cato gave detailed asparagus gardening instructions 
today, except that he recommended 
the use of seed from wild plants. The Romans were 80 
fond of asparagus that they dried shoots and stored 
them to eat out of season. Preparation was so simple that 
Emperor Augustus is supposed to have originated a say- 
ing, quicker than you can cook asparagus.’ 


that would be good 


Certainly it is easy to pre- 
pare, and so delicious when 
served simply with a butter 
sauce that many gourmets 
consider it a gilding of the 
lily to bring it to the table 
in any other manner. 


Do select it with care; 
look for bright green stalks 
which are fresh and firm, 
with tightly closed tips. 
Except for an inch or two 
at the base, the whole stalk 
should be tender. The bri 
green color is a hint that 
there’s more than flavor in 
its favor. Like other green 
vegetables, it is a good 
source of vitamin A and the 
greener the stalk the more 
vitamin A it contains. 

It is well to remember 
that asparagus is quite per- 
ishable and should be used 
as promptly as possible. 
Store in a moisture-proof 
bag or container in the re- 
frigerator until ready to 
cook.

(UPI)—Senator Joseph S. Clark 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, proposed

| ployes who continue work after 


65 pile up credits to be added 
to their social security bene- 
fits when they retire. The pro- 
gram would be paid for by a

and employes. 

The present law requires 
persons between 65 and 72 who 
earn more than $1200 a year 
to forfeit social security bene- 
fits. The restriction goes off at 
age 72. 

As a result, Clark said in a 
statement, many useful work- 
ers are lost to the labor force. 
He also said the forced retire- 
ment clause contributes to “de- 
moralization and physical and 
mental illness” among many 
aging citizens. 

Under Clark’s plan, persons 
earning more than $1200 a year 
after 65 would not receive so- 
cial security benefits while 
they work but would get them 
at a rate 4 per cent higher for 
each additional year worked 
when they actually retired.

Bob, an incessant gum-chewer, grinned with pride. 
There were plaques and statuettes aplenty—Oscar 
and Emmy awards—citations for his radio shows, medals 
and cups for his benefit performances and scores of World 


War II trophies, including an out-sized Nazi flag captured 


from the Germans. 


Until the war years of the early 408, Hope was just 
another top comedian, but his punishing schedule of en- 
tertaining American troops across the globe endeared him 
to millions of service men and their families. He becamp 
an institution. 


The free-booting funnyman is proudest of the 
Medal for Merit—highest civilian honor in the 
nation—bestowed on him by Gen, Dwight Eisen- 
hower in 1946 for the 2,000,000 miles he covered 
entertaining American fighting men. 


The faraway look comes into the comedian’s eyes when 
he talks about the past. He knows he no longer can call on 
his once boundless supply of energy. 

Always in the past Hope was eager to drive himself 
harder than his associates. He wasn’t happy unless he had 
half a dozen projects going at once. His friends believe 
Bob’s terrific vigor stems from his childhood. 

He was born the fifth of seven sons of an English 
stonemason, but was raised in Cleveland, O., where he had 
to hustle for a buck when he was still a youngster. 

There were lean times, too, when he was an unsuccess- 
ful song-and-dance man. 

“Those were the days,” Bob reminisced. “If it weren't 
for vaudeville I wouldn’t be in television or pictures today. 
That's where I gained all my experience—such as timing 
and ducking. Everytime I hear someone say vaudeville is 
dead it makes me sad.” 


Among his memorabilia is the original theater 
program from his first stage hit, “Roberta,” pro- 
duced 25 years ago. It reads: “Bob Hope, who is 
a hit in amateur shows around Ohio.” 


“There is a lot of sentiment in my heart for that 
show,” he said. “I met my wife, Dolores, during the run.” 
Dolores and their four adopted children—Linda, Tony, 
Nora and Kelly—have managed to avoid the glare of pub- 
licity that surrounds Bob. 

Mrs. Hope is active in Roman Catholic charity work 
and devoted to her family, 

“Thanks to my frantic pace during the last 10 years 
I havn’t been able to spend as much time with Dolores 
and the kids as I'd have liked,” the comedian sighed. But 


that's all in the past. My whole life is changed now. 


“I’m entering a new phase of living. But the prospect 
doesn’t bother me.

WHEN HE HEARD that two 
brash colonists from the United 
States were about to set “Pyg- 
malion” to music, Charles Vic- 
tor was “shocked out of my 
life.” For, even though he had 
the “misfortune” to be born on 
English soil, Victor is a loyal 
Irishman, a blue-eyed, ruddy- 
cheeked compatriot of “Pyg- 
malion’s” doughty creator, 

Bernard Shaw. And to 
an Irish actor, Shavian comedy 
is ambrosia. 


But Victor is not one to snub 
a good thing, and he has long 
since forgiven the American 
upstarts, Alan Lerner and 
Frederick Loewe. He also ad- 
mits that Shaw, had he lived, 
would have loved his theatri- 
cal stepchild, “My Fair Lady.” 
In this, millions of Americans 
concur. With three Broadway 
seasons and two lucrative road 
tours behind her, with a 13- 
month stopover in Chicago 
alone and long lines at the 
ticket counter wherever she 
goes, “My Fair Lady” is not 
expected to wither and fade 
for a long time. As a matter 
of fact, Victor thinks he'll be 
in this country with the show 
at least until 1961 “if I hold 
up that long.” 

Holding up will be pleasant, 
if not easy. Victor, a 44-year 
veteran of the theater 
who inherited the heart of a 
hoofer, has a role he calls “all 
fat stuff.” As the raffish 
rogue, Alfred P. Doolittle, he 
has two big scenes that often 
stop the show, and an hour or 
so to rest and relax between. 


Off stage, Victor is the es- 
sence of pure domesticity. 
When the company moved into 
St. Louis for its two-week stay 
at Kiel Auditorium Opera 
House—through May 16—Vic- 
tor had his spacious trunk un- 
loaded in a pleasant room on 
the twenty-second floor of the 
Lennox hotel, unpacked a half- 
dozen photographs and three 
tiny toy animals, opened his 
portable typewriter, sent his 
summer suit out to be pressed, 
took off his tie and settled 
down to relax until curtain 
time. ; 

The typewriter is for writing 
personal and business letters 
at 5:30 in the morning. A man 
can think better with the com- 
ing of the dawn.

Susan and her mother are 
back in Richmond in Surrey, 
near London, where Victor be- 
gan his stage career as a song 
and dance teen-ager in partner- 
ship with his father, a popular’ 
comedian of the past genera- 
tion. Charles was born in Lan- 
castershire—a fact which em- 
barrasses his Irish heart but 
which couldn’t be helped as his 
mother, also in show business, 
was traveling with her husband 
at the time. 

Three older brothers already 
had settled on careers outside 
the theater, and Papa was not 
to be denied a hoofer son. 
Charles was the last chance; 
therefore, he became the fifth 
generation of the family in 
show business. 

“IT really had nothing to say 
about it.

Grass Roots Reactions 


NEW YORK, May 11, 


~ THE OTHER DAY I read the final installment in a 
series of eight syndicated newspaper articles by Samuel 
Lubell in which he gives his findings about the feeling of 
tHe American people at the grass roots. Among the people 
he has visited, says Lubell, the average person believes that 
we cannot retreat from Berlin and therefore President Eis- 
erthower is the best person to handle the Berlin situation. 
On the other hand, Lubell explains the rise in the Presi- 
dent’s popularity and the fall in the popularity of the Re- 
p@blican party by saying that most of the people he has 
talked with are dissatisfied with economic conditions. 

© Mr. Lubell feels that many people in the United States 
wéuld even accept war, but that most of them do not think 
of: it as a nuclear war. This attitude, of course, is the nat- 
url reaction of people who never believe that anything is 
going to happen to them until it actually happens. 


It is also interesting to find people trusting 
the President in the situation of Berlin and almost 
hostile to him on economic questions. Lubell quotes 
the unemployed as frequently saying: “Eisenhow- 
er isn’t worried about me,” and he concludes that 
at the present time an election would put the 
Democrats in power. But we are not yet at elec- 
tion time, and much may happen before 1960 rolls 
around. 


For myself, I would like to feel that we were begin- 
ning to discuss what policies should be laid before the 
people on the questions that are not likely to be settled 
béfore 1960. I think it is more important to look into the 
future and decide what new thinking we can present when 
our opportunity comes than it is to deplore what is hap- 
pening or is not happening at the present time. 
I SPOKE on a TV program in Detroit last week. 

An editorial in a Detroit newspaper on Friday made 
mé realize that New York is not the only city in finan- 
cial difficulties. The Mayor of Detroit asked the Legisla- 
ture for constitutional authority for the city and other 
Michigan municipalities to levy income and excise taxes, 
The newspaper was a little appalled by this suggestion that 
the citizens of Detroit might pay an additional city tax 
and at the same time their share of an additional state 
tax.

Then it was 
slipped into a pocket and they 
went on with their game. 
Neither realized it was in fact 
a diamond. 


MEANWHILE, the Grover 
Jones family grew and grew. 
After Punch e. me Robert, Rich- 
ard, Thomas, John, Paul, Wood- 
row, Tod, William, Pete, Rufus, 
Grover Jr., Buck, Sam and Les- 
lie; and later, after the Joneses 
knew they had a diamond, came 
Giles and Charlotte. 

Jones was hard-pressed to 
make ends meet on his pay 
as a teacher. His formal 
schooling was limited, but he 
was a natural mathematician 
and he taught in high schools 
of the area. Now 70 and re- 
tired 12 years, he still signs 
all his correspondence: “Prof. 
Grover C. Jones, ex-mathemat- 
ics teacher.” 

But the Joneses did, some- 
how, make ends meet. 

The sons were lithe and 
healthy, built like buggy whips, 
and they spent most of their 

utdoors. 


enough to play later on the 
Concord College team “up at 
Athens” where he studied to 
become a teacher. 

He taught at Dry Pond and 
Green Valley, and then came 
the war.
